Children Can Help. 


Notwithstanding the advent of some- 
what cooler weather the need for ice 
and pure milk to save the babies and 
comfort invalids among the poor of 8t. 
Louis continues great, and money must 
be provided for these great charities. 

The Post-Dispatch is custodian of the 
Free Ice and Pure Milk Fund and will 
acknowledge in these columns all sub- 
scriptions received. 

Children can help the work greatly by 
collecting funds from their friends, by 
giving lawn parties and plays, and 
‘keeping store.’’ Those who, in previ- 
ous years, have engaged inthis labor 
for charity have had much pleasure 
and added considerable sums to the 
fund. 

Free ice is distributed to the poor of 
St. Louls by means of the ticket sys- 
tem. A strip of ten tickets is given to 
éach family. At the head is the name 
of the family, the address and the notice 
to the iceman that they are to be pro- 
vided with ice. 

The ice given for each ticket amounts 
to 6 cents’ worth. In case of illness the 
amount is doubled. 

Ice is given in all cases witere !t ix 
needed. Investigation is made by the 
visitor of the Freé Ice and sick Diet 
Circle of the King’s Daughters who dis- 
tribute the tickets, 

The visitor, .Miss Louise Hill, who 
‘eonsiders ice abs@lutely necessary for 
the health of the babies of St. Luuis. 
Without it she thinks it impossibie 10 
accomplish good with he milk provided 
by the Pure Milk Commission. 

Pure milk soured: ‘is no .better than 
other milk in the same condition. 


Distributing Pure Milk. 


Pure milk is given out at 20 different 
stations. In each case with the exception 
of the station at the Broadway Setrie- 
ment, the distributors of the milk make 
no charge for their services. 

Peccause of the milk laws of Missuri 

it ic impossible for milk io be given 
out without a physician’s preseviption. 
This has caused much annoyance, but 
phrsicians who are willing to preacribe 
without charge have been found. 
y Not wishing to pauperize their custo 
mers, a nominal] charge is made for the 
milk in aM cases where it is possibile 
for that to be paid. No baby is deprived 
of milk, ‘however, because its parents 
cannot pay*for the same. 

Distributers notice when customers 
cease applying for milk, and a visit is 
then made to the mother of tHe child. 
When want of money is found to be-the 
cause she is given an order for free 
milk. 

The pure milk is made as much like 
the mother’s milk as possible and con- 
tains limewater for health reasons. 

Four formulas are used and the milk 
is placed in bottles that contain enough 
for one feeding. 

For infants of one and two months 
two-ounce bottles are provided; for 
those of three and four months, four- 
ounce bottles; for those of five and six 
months, seven-ounce bottles; for those 
of ten months and upwards, whole milk 
in eight-ounce bottles, 

The following directions, printed on a 
card in four different languages—Eng- 
lish, German, Italian and Yiddish—is 
given the mother of the child: 

“GET FRESH MILK EVERY DAY. 
DO NOT FRED A CHILD WITH MILK 
YOU HAVE HAD OVER NIGHT. 

“Keep the bottles of milk in a aool 
place. Use a fresh bottle for every 
feeding. Leave the bottle of milk in a 
pail or a can of warm water for about 
10 minutes before feeding the child, but 
do not boil the milk. 

“Throw away the milk which is left 
in the bottle after the child is done

HORSES GOING 
70 DOG POUND? 


Gov. Folk Has Planned Coup to 
Put Effective End to Book- 
makers’ Operations—Detect-’ 
ives Gathering Evidence. 


ARREST OF JOCKEYS AT 
CITY LINE SUGGESTED 


Track Is Partly Within Cor- 
porate Limits and Police De- 
tail Might Stop, Horses and 
Riders There.. 


Gov. Folk has planned a coup to put 
the Delmar racetrack out of business. 

He made this statement to a Post- 
Dispateh reporter at 
Thursday. 

Detectives Killian and Cabanne of 
Chief Desmond's headquarters staff are 
the instruments through whom he is 
working to establish the basis for his 
stroke against the bookmakers. 

Every day these two men visit the 
Delmar racetrack and remain there 
throughout the racing hours. 

They make dally reports that reach 
Gov. Folk in Jefferson City every even- 
ing. 

Killian and Cabanne were selected for 
this duty because of their familiarity 
with the racing game. They know its 
ins and outs thoroughly, they are inti- 
mately versed in all its features, and 
every bookmaker on the track is known 
to them, together with the distinctive 
methods of each. 

They were assigned after Gov. Folk 
had made a request to the Police Board 
for two detectives to report to him on 
the Delmar track operations. 

- On the asbignment book in the office 
of Chief of Detectives. wesmond the 


: ‘| names of Killian and Cabanne appear as 


on duty at Delmar racetrack looking 
for thieves, pickpockets, confidence men 
and. such other members of the eriminal 
class as are likely to frequent the place, 

They are among the first to report at 
Delmar racetrack each week day. The 
track officials, bookmakers and others 
receive them cordially. 


Have Names of Bettors. 

The detectives are keeping an. cx- 
haustive record of every transaction 
witnessed at Delmar racetrack. They 
circulate freely among the bettors and 
have the names of many whom they 
have seen “‘piaying the ponies’ of late. 

Most of their time is spent in the bet- 
ting ring. There they have made ac- 
curate memoranda .of betting transac- 
tions to which they were eye-witnesses, 
including the time, the race, the horses 
on which the bets are placed, the book- 
makers taking the bets, the system em- 
ploved i, registering the bets, the names 
of bettors. These are mailed daily to 
Jefferson City. They are the evidence 
of witnesses competent: to testify in a 
law court. 

Until the “psychological moment” has 
arriyed the detectives will continue their 
task of collecting such evidence. 

The Governor's final move against the 
pookmakers is expected to bring con- 
cluaive resulta in one round. It has 
been suggested that its first phase 
might be a surprisingly new method of 
attack. . 

The eastern sweep of Delmar race- 
track is within the corporate limits of 
the city of Bt. Leuis. Just the moment 
‘the horses and. jockeys in a race come 
into this. section of the track they are 
within the jurisdiction of the city of 
&. Louis. 


Police on Track. 

Therefore, it has been suggested, that 
Gov. Folk place a detail of police at 
the point where the track enters the 
city to arrest horses and jockeys as 
soon as they paws into St. Louls juris- 
diction. 

The jockeys would be taken at once to 
the St. Louis City Jail. . 

The horses would be impounded and 
pjlaced in the dog pound. 

This, it is suggested, might be done 
in every race attempted.

ATE AND GAINED FLESH 


Though It Weighed but.Twen- 
ty-Eight Oounces at Birth, 
It Seemed Healthy. 


Paul Jones Dill, the smallest 
baby in St. Louis, died Wednesday 
night in a spasm, after living seven 
days, and apparently gaining much 
strength and weight. 

Until 10 o'clock Wednesday, the child 

‘was remarkably free from the usual 
ailments of extremely weakly babies 
and its condition at that ime was such 
that Dr. H. W. Faber; physician in 
charge, thought that he had succeeded 
in saving its life. 
. During the last three days it was 
visited by hundreds of mothers who live 
near the home of its parents, Mr, and 
Mrs. George Dill, 343 South Broadway, 
who had read of this remarkable child 
in the Post-Dispatch. 


Ten Inches Long at Birth. 

At birth it measured a little less than 
£0 inches in length and weight 2 
ounces and that it lived for a week is 
considered remarkablee by physicians 
to whose attention the case was called. 

Unless seen, it was hard to believe 
that such a small child could live. The 
head measured less than 9 inches around 
and the litle. hands were about the 
size of a man’s thumb. Paul's feet were 
not two inches long and the fingers 
were scarcely larger around than @ 
match. The first two joints of a man’s 
forefinger were longer than his arm 
from wrist to elbow and his toes were 
almost microscopic in size. 

The child did not appear young when 
born. The face was as full of wrinkles 
as that of an extremely aged person. 
These wrinkles soon disappeared under 
the fatty gauze treatment by which 
the body was nourished and the child 
seemed to have begun to gain flesh. 


Fed From Dropper. 

Until the day of death, little Paul 
was fed five drops of water and a little 
milk from a medicine dropper every 
two hours. He seemed to object to the 


Slowness of the medicine dropper mode 
of feeding and a small spoon was sub- 
stituted Wednesday.

Over feeding due to the spoon is con- 


sidered responsible for the _ child's 
death. Some defect in his internal or- 
gans probably contributed to bring on 
the spasms, which carried him Off on tiie 
third attack.

Pure milk is possible because of the 
interest of St. Louisians who gave sub- 
scriptions for the laboratory, bu& more 
money is needed for its continuance, 
The pure milk commission contends 
that over 2% per cent of the entire death 
rate of St. Louls is among children 
under five years of age. Defective feed- 
ing is held largely responsible for this 
appalling mortality.

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WHO EXECUTED 
WIFE MURDERER? 


Did Alonzo Jackson, Schuyler 
County Farmer, Kill Him- 
self as Supposed? 


————— 


MIDNIGHT SHOT HEARD 


Jealous of Child Wife, Jackson 
Shoots Her After Starting 
to Leave Her. 


LANCASTER, Mo., July 20.—Instead 
of a suicide it is believed a lynching 
ended the career of Alonzo Jackson, who 
murdered his wife. She was only 17 
years old. There was jealousy and 
frequent upbraidings. 

Jackson's body was found dangling 
from a tree. There was a bullet wound 
in the farmer's brain. Yesterday it was 
thought Jackson first shot, then hanged 
himself. Now doctors say he could not 
have done so as the bullet wound caused 
instant death. 

The double funeral this afternoon was 
one of the largest ever held in the 
county. Both bodies were buried in one 
grave. 

Jackson had forbidden his wife to visit 
her relatives. 


' Monday, when he learned that she had 

ridden to the home of her grandmother 
with a cousin while he was at work in 
the fields he became enraged. He im- 
mediately started in pursuit of his wife, 
but she, in the meantime, had gone 
home by a different route, and had sup- 
per awaiting him when he returned. 
Jackson began a quarrel which lasted 
throughout Monday night, culminating 
in their agreeing to separate. Jackson 
promised to leave home. 

Mrs. Jackson's grandparents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Reese McDaniel, cume to their 
Sranddaughter's home early Tuesday 
morning to endeavor t®8 settle the diffi- 
culty. ailing to do so, they decided 
that separation was the best ermedy. 

Mr. McDaniel started to drive Jackson 
to town, on the husband’s promise not 
to harm his yeone wife. e was al- 
lowed to kiss her good-by. Mrs. McDan- 
fel hid her daughter in a_ cornfield, 
while Jackson got in the wagon and 
started to town. 

After having 
he leaped from 


one a short distance 
e wagon and ran back 
to the house, revolver in  hand,- and 
fired a shot through the front door, 
barely missing Mrs. McDaniel. 

Mr. McDaniel, who had followed his 

randeon-in-law as fast as possible. had 

this time caught up with him and 
Seack at him with a sledge stake, but 
missed. Jackson stuck his revolver in 
McDaniel’s face and pulled the trigger, 
but the weapon snapped. 

Taking advantage of McDaniel’s mo- 
mentary retreat, Jackson ran to agoaeate 
door, which he kicked in, end enga 
in a hand-to-hand struggle with = 
McDaniel, who was trying to keep him 
from her granddaughter, who was 
erouching, terror-stricken, behind her. 

He pushed Mrs. McDaniel aside and 
fired a shot into his wife's brain. He 
wae knocked down by McDaniel, but got 

again and escaped.

Next morning they said they were un- 
me to find Jackson. But about mid- 
t those who were watching beside 
tne Seay of the murdered wife heard a 
shot, and, going out, found the lifeless 
body of the murderer swinging to the 
branch of a tree.

He made no re- 
sistance, though several shots had been 
fired after him in the chase. He re- 
turned the money, which he still had in 
his possession. Dudley said his home 
was in Joplin, Mo.

NEW YORK, July 2.—Thomas 0D. 
Jordan, comptroller of the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society, was dismissed 
from his office yesterday by Chairman 
Paul Morton in a manner that implied 
disgrace. Mr. Morton gave the fol- 

lowing official announcement: 

“T. ID. Jordan has been removed as 
‘comptroller and Mr. William A. Day, 
at present Assistant Attorney-General] 
uf the United States, has been appoint- 
ed acting comptroller. 

‘The reason for Mr. Jordan's removal! 
was his refusal to furnish me infor- 
mation regarding important  transac- 
tions of the society which I am inves- 
tigating.’’ 

This summary action is one of the first 
results of the exposure of the Equi- 
table's loan account of $685,000 in the 
Mercantile Trust Co., which was car- 
ried in the names of President J. W. 
Alexander and Comptroller T. D. Jor- 
dan as trustees. 

Chairman Morton sent for Mr. Jor- 
dan to obtain a record of every pay- 
ment made through this secret account. 
His refusal to furnish this information 
led to his dismissal. 

The statement was made by an in- 
vestigating lawyer that it was through 
this fund the greatest graft in the 
Equitable was taken. There has been 
strong suspicion that payments in set- 
tiement of the scandalous Shipbuilding 
Trust suits were made therefrom, and 
likewise lobbying bills and accounts of 
various kinds that would not bear the 
light of day.

Murderers of West Virginia 
Farmer Confess and Tell 
Why They Killed Him. 


Special to the Post-Diapatch. 
PARKERSBURG, W. Va., July 20.— 
The details of the most horrible crime 
ever committed in West Virginia are 
being brought to light in the Circuit 
Court of Calhoun County. On the night 
of May 3 Henry Blackshire, a prosper-

Man Also Known as Martinez, 
An Adept With Needle and 
Syringe-Used Photographs 
to Intimidate His Victims.

NEW YORK, July %.—Frederick E. 
Cariton, under arrest in Brooklyn on 
a minor charge, but really held on sus- 
picion of poisoning two wives for the 
insurance, is said to have been born ifn 
Louisiana, Mo. His real name, it is 
said, is James E. McCandlas, but he 
cannot be the James E. McCandlas 
who lived in Loulsiana in 1880 and was 
then a young man. 

McCandlas went from Louisiana to 
Lamar, Mo., and was running a black- 
smithshop there in 1899. No one in 
Louisiana knows much about him, but 
his reputation so far as known is good. 
He was a medium-sized man with a 
red beard, and does not answer the 
description of Carleton. Carleton is a 
much younger man. 

In St. Louis he was often in trou- 
ble—legal, marital and otherwise. 

As a result of the disclosures within 
a few days, it is now practically cer- 
tain that the Brooklyn grand jury will 
be asked to indict Carlton, alias Ed- 
ward Martinez, alias Edward J. Car- 
tier, alias, J. E. Roderiguez, etc., on 
a charge of murdering the Brooklyn 
wives, 

This information was given the Post- 
Dispatch by an official concerned in 
the investigation of those two deaths. 

Carlton has little to say except ‘You 
can’t prove it.’’ 

“*T don’t want to be balled out,’’ he 
said. ‘I am willing to lie in Jail for 
six months until this matter has been 
thoroughly settled. They have been in- 
vestigating and investigating the 
deaths of my two wives and accused 
me of various things, but have not 
proved anything. Why don’t they let 
me have a rest if they can't make a 
case against me? 

“The story that I threatened to chlo- 
roform Mrs. Schulyz’s dog at 198 Sands 
street, Brooklyn, is absurd. Why, If 
that dog was here now it would wag 
its tail in pleasure at seeing me or 
I would eat my ahirt. 

“Why does not some one ask for 
that last letter written by my second 
wife? It would be of interest to the 
world at large, I am sure.” 

The body of Carlton’s second wife is 
to be exhumed in Calvary Cemetery. 
An expert will be at the grave side 
ready to make a chemical analysis. 
Both of Carlton's wives died under 
similar circumstances and the prosecu- 
tion will allege that he poisoned them. 
One died, he says, from the scratch 
of a cat that caused blood poisoning,

Goldsmith of Stamford, Conn., supported 
this bv alleging that Carlton is the man 
who drugged and robbed him on June 

1900, at the St. Clare Hotel, 120 Park 
Row. Dr. Godsmith knew Carlton as 
Martinez and as J. E. Cartier. 

“I met Martinez,” sald he, ‘“‘while I 
was at the St. Clare Hotel. I was then 
selling books. as 1 am now. I was in- 
terested in photography and so was he. 
We became cnummy and made several 
trips together taking photos. On June 
2%, 1900, we went to Prospect Pa’k, 
Brooklyn, and there I took a photo- 
graph of Martinez lying on the grass. 
I have here a copy of that photo, but , 
the plate, which I developed that night, 
he stole. 

“When we got back to the hotel, 
about 10 o'clock that night, I proposed 
making some tea.

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RACING A GAMBLING DEVICE. 

Under the instructions of Gov. Folk Attorney- 
General Hadley has another opportunity to vindi- 
cate the power and authority of the State by the 
enforcement of the law against the defiant gamblers 
at the Delmar racetrack. ‘There cannot be any 
doubt that if he applies the legal resources of the 
State to the problem he will not only stop gambling, 
but will expose the causes of the dereliction of duty 
on the part of the county law officers. 

Possibly Gov. Folk might reach the gamblers 
through the fact that part of the Delmar racetrack 
is within the city limits and is, therefore, within the, 
sphere of the Police Department. The racetrack is 
operated as a gambling game. Its profits arise from 
the operation of the bookmaker. ‘he races consti- 
tute the game and the track and horses are the par- 
aphernalia. We have the high authority of the 
Supreme Court for designating the racetrack “as a 
gambling device.” 

Why should not the police act under the law which 
provides for the seizure and confiscation of gambling 
devices. The metropolitan police have the right 
and the power to stop the operation of gambling de- 
vices within the city limits. Cannot they stop the 
racing within the city limits as a gambling device 
and seize the horses as part of the paraphernalia? 
It is undoubtedly wrong to permit gamblers to 
operate a gambling device within the city limits, yet 
this is done everf day at Deimur track.

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MEETING OF THE ZEMSTVOS. 

The meeting of representatives of the Russian 
Zemstyos, at Moscow, reported in Wednesday’s Post- 
Dispatch, is the most significant event that has oc- 
curréd in that country for years. 

This is no gathering oi obscure malcontents. The 
Zemstvo, in Russia, is an elective provincial as- 
sembly, composed of landed proprietors and repre- 
sentatives of the artisans ond peasants, They im wse 
local taxes, reguicte matters of education, public 
health, roads and other matters, They are men ac- 
customed to public work, although they are used 
to see many of their efforts set at naught by the 
arbitrary authority of the police. 

‘That these men should have gathered in Moscow, 
the sacred city of the empire, in spite of the efforts 
of the bureaucracy to discourage, if not openly pre- 
vent them, is a portent, Upon the way in which 
the Russian Government meets their action wil! de- 
pend its fate. The experience of the past year has 
shown that the Government of Russia is not in sym-< 
pathy with the people, but is hostile to any consti- 
tutional movement they may propose. The hiring 
of bands of thugs to shoot down those who have re- 
volted against intolerable conditions and to prevent 
any expression of discontent, shows that the Russian 
autoeracy is blind to the signs of the times and ‘s 
an enemy of Russia. The Czar, whose “word is 
above all,” could make the Zemstvos Congress a 
turning point for the better. There is nothing to 
show that he has the wisdom and courage to do this. 
The Russian Government has forfeited not alone the 
confidence of the Russian people, but the respect of 
the civilized world. It is a rotten sham.
